important^ item. 4b the restimates is tbe 
conveyance of foreign moils to and from thii 
port. If we .;ro io Iiave ditcat mail commu- 
nication witli ruimma, it will bo necessary to 
pasa a larger voto than has been granted in 
past years, and it will bocoiiio n question 
again wLethor or not tho gain vfill ba in pro- 
portion Io the outlay. There oan be bat puo 
opinion on tho motits of the present systora; 
both as regards ourselves and British Coluni' 
bio, it ig most unquestionably bad. In Vic- 
toria it is diflioult enough to reply by return 
xaaiyo letters, and in New Westminster it U 
utterly impossible. If a iegutar day were 
fixed for the departure of mails from this 
port for Panama, the same- regularity of dis- 
patch would afl'ect both one and the othor 
colony. 

Tho irregularity of our luiiils under exist- 
iDg arrangements has become provecbial. 
It is hardly pos^blg to say where iHlK, most 
blame attaches bnt ' are certainly 
inollned. to give a fair share to tho 
postal department of tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment, for this particular dopartnienl 
upon which tho Euporintcndonco of colonial 
pos^^jrr|ig^mon^^ devolves is not by iiny 
means famous for its cOioicuoy. 

The ofRco of Postmaster General in Kng- 
l.ind is usually filled by a member of tho 
Cabinet, but tho Cabinet does not always 
contain all the most talented politicians of 
the day. Some there must bo who bring 
aW^f£fin«lj8laU>?man«ljip,;to.boar Hppn;tho 
affairs over wliioh they exercise control, but 
there are a fow plaous loft for those whoso 
talents arc not tnuiscenilcnt and whose ideas 
of statesmanship are not too lofty. Tlierc 
arc also po-ts which are regarded as step- 
ping stones for aspiring miuistera and easy 
obaire^for those who have past the meridian 
of political life without achieving greatness. 
Amongst these may be ranked the depart- 
ment of tho Post Oflico. It is a rcmarkablo 
fact that no man of anv great talent has hold 
the issponsibia officb of Postmaster General 
in England fur any lengthened period dur- 
ing the last twenty years j the moment that 
any signs of ability or ambition to rise 
above the ordinary ran of mortals shows 
itself, the individual is transferred to some 
other branch of thu executive. Thus 
it is we presume - that— our mail nr- 
rangemsnts in all parts of tho British 
possessions are bad, but in those colonics our 
position with regard to mails is something 
worse than bad. It is culpable in the homo 
authorities that tliey make no sort of effort 
to help us. We have frequently in other 
.ragioDS " heard the ' irrcgalarities : ,of . postal 
commnhioation oommcrited upoii severely, 
bu^'it;WaB because tho regularity with which 
the mails were delivered marked the reverse 
as almost wonderful. But the mails we 
speak of wore carried in British ships and 
lander British contracts. Few colonies but 
our own are dependent upon foreign countries 
for their mails, and it is high time that our 
own system were put upon a better footing. 
Better far than granting $50,000 extra on our 
civil list, would be the expenditure of a 
similar sum upon our mails. II our exche- 
quer will afford the outlay for one, we have 
no legtOD.OD the.scare of eoonomyjo grudge 
it to the otben

The resblutioos which will be btoiight be- 
fore the House this day will, in point of fact, 
amount to a request to the Home Govern- 
ment to do that wliich the House wore not 
unanimous in agreeing to ask directly, for in 
asking that one civil lisit sLall.bo adopted fur 
the two colonies ol Vancouver Island and 
Britiab Colnmbia, the previoua question of 
- Union is sorely revived. Should these resolu- 
tions pass,and there is but littloirooin for doubt 
on that point, if wo may judf;o from the tone 
of those Hon'blo members who up to tho 
present time have spoken ou the subjoet, the 
result must be one stop towards the Union of 
the Colonics, and it augurs well for tho fu- 
ture support of this grcit question, that its 
opponents should have so decidedly subsided 
siuce tho direct (lucstion of Union Was before 
them. When this fubject is calmly consid- 
ered on economical and common sense 
grounds, apart from the excitement of pol- 
ities}- our legislators can see very plainly 
that the Colony cannot afford to pay for the 
luxury of a sole GovernorandBtafif of officials, 
BO long as there exists u great neees'sTty' for 
funds for carrying out sohonios of public im- 
provement. No matter how grout tlie 
amount of revenue that can bo collected in 
the Island, antit there is a much larger popa- 
latioa than we are likely to have for the next 
Svo years, tlioro can be no object in granting 
so largo u vote as X'3,0u0 jici- anhunHo the 
Qovornor, who really v,-oiii'l not havu work 
enough to emidoy him in adininisiering the 
government of so small a place. Wo do not 
uphold the.indiscriminato cutting down ays 
tem, and are most strongly averso to paying a 
Governor n stipend which would not secure 
the services of a first class man. Unles.s we 
have a Governor of sonio eijporiencu and 
ability, \/o can never liopo to prugress, and 
if we are to cut down the salary loan amount 
which a senior cletk in< the Oolonial OfBca 
in Englancf would not accept as an advance 
upon bis present position, what can wo hope 
Kither we must c.\-pQct a veteran hall

It doBs not reiiuiro a microscopic eye lo

The whole' superintendence and iospeotiun 
of eur Colonial Mohoojs is Vested in the baoda 
of ono 'person, who is' more than full of 
other cares, and who, though 'deservedly 
loTcd and eitecmad, and however willing to 
do his duty, in thia respect cannot be ex- 
pected to perlorm fully that which elsewhere 
is laid on many shoulders. For we have at 
present 110 central Board of Ivlucalion, no 
Local CoiTiiiiisaioners, no Norniul .School, and 
not to mciuioii an u.ilaljliilinii-nl for training 
maslersand iiiislrcssos, no graduuled scale of 
eertifioalos, witboiil one ol which no one, we 
think, should beeiilrnslcd wiili ilio oiliiciuion 
of onr youth. Tliescliods are mixed, ami 
yet no projier provision has hneii made lor 
llio wants of boili sties. .Some of llii^ selioyl 
buildings arc private property, and tlio gov- 
eriiiiioiil might nt luoiiionl bu dispossesa- 
0.1 of tlieso and llie maslers and scliolir.s 
would bare to go b.-g.;iiig for a Blieller over 
Ibeir heads.
